The members of that committee 
are President E. M. Maloney, Busi- 
ness Agent C. R, Beatty and Secre- 
tary J. O. Dahl. 

The statement follows in full: 

“At a special called meeting of 
the Contra Costa County Building 
Trades Council, theld on Saturday 
afternoon, all affiliated members of 
that council were instructed not to 
accept any reduction in wages, as 
has ‘been proposed by the Richmond 
Material Men, General and Sub-Con 
tractors. 

The proposed reductiin in wages 
made by the employers, is held not 
even to be in accordance with the 
award of the San Francisco Board 
of Arbitration, as is claimed by them, 
insofar as they propose to make a 
cut of seven and one-half per cent 
in the wages of all building trades 
crafts, while the award affects only 
the following seventeen crafts: Paint- 
ers, glagsblowers, varnishers and 
polishers, cement finishers, cement 
laborers, hod carriers (tending plas- 
terers), marble rubbers and saw-, 
yers, marble finishers and polishers,

A fellow don’t have to chat about religion 
* just because it is Sunday, though it won't do ‘him » 
any hurt if he does. We have never been much 
of a stickler for orthodox rules and dogmas, and 
believe that God is out doors and around the 
hills and vales, the ocean, the bay, the front 
flower garden and the back vegetable garden, just 
as much as He is in church, altough, of course, 
He is in church, too, and that is a good place 
to meet with Him. We doubt very much if one 
can meet him at pooze joints and crap game 
palaces, or in the shimmy shanties, and while 
Mary Magdalene met Christ, it is just as well to 
let Mary Magdalenes alone--ninety-nine of them 
are looking for the devil where one is looking 
for Christ. So, as we started out to say, we may 
“chat” about several things this morning other 
than religion. 

Rev. Paul Little is going to talk this evening 
on other matters than religion, also, it will be 
noticed by the local columns, though doubtless 
he will mix a little piety in with it as a leavener. 
He’s getting to be a regular interrogation point, 
and asks more questions than Edison, which is 
going some. He wants to know if organized capi- 
tal is making an effort to break up organized 
labor. It is not, but it is making an effort to 
eliminate agitators and “reds,” anarchists and 
“direct action” advocates and to force organized 
labof to arbitrate instead of striking and par- 
alyzing industry. If it were not for capitalists 
there would not be any organized labor at all, 
and neither would there be any meal tickets for 
workers; all‘of which is proven by Russia. Or- 
ganized capital and organized labor ‘both have 
their good and bad points, and the great unorgan- 
ized public in between gets it in the neck first 
from one of them and then from another,

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There is no use talking, one can’t just live 
in Richmond and not have dozens of reasons for 
being glad and happy. If it ain't one thing it is 
another, like life. Of course, some people are not 
looking for that sort of thing; they prefer to be 
gloomy and pessimistic, and so their liver is per- 
petually out of order and won’t come when it 
is called, and they positively refuse to be glad 
and happy, or to let anybody else be that way 
if they can help it; but, thank heaven, they are 
in a big minority--the rest of us are normal like 
the Lord intended us to be. Today it is the coming 
of that big new steel products factory to North 
Richmond, and a motor company along side of 
it, occupying between them twenty acres, which 
they have just bought and paid for via the 
Richmond Industrial Commission. Remember that 
yesterday morning we spoke of a—big new factory 
coming, and asking, among other things, about 
sewage in that part of the town. Well, that’s the 
one.
